The Emperor of France bases his throne upon 
universal suffrage: he dare not attempt to control the 
universal voice of Italy. If there be Mazzinis among 
the crowd, there are also Orsinis. 

It was said that Italy had been so long divided 
the parts would never unite. The fragments ofa 
broken planet had dashed into space abnormally. 
“Milan was jealous of Turin, Turin of Milan.” 
What is the truth ? The Milanese ha ve expressed their 
devotion, not so much to the Emperor as to his 
policy, and the formation of a central kingdom. 
Though pluadered by a thirty years’ Austrian oc- 
cupation, yet the Milanese contributed to the cause 
three millions of francs, a tangible proof of their 
sincerity. The men of Lodi—a name famous in 
history—have done the same; and Genoa will not 
contribute least. Whe will venture to break a union 


like this ? 

Austria has declared to the English Government 
that she will not interfere by arms in Italy. If she 
does, France will not be her only antagonist. Naples 
is busy imprisoning her own children ; Spain is on 
the way to the defiles in front of Tangiers. No 
Power remains able to interfere but France. Is it 
not enough that she exacts her pound of flesh in 
Savoy? Is it net enough that the same history 
which records the glorious campaign of Italy will 
write in letters of shame the story how the strong 
oppressed the weak, and robbed a too grateful King 
of the bones and tombs of his ancestors? France 
“ will not follow Sardinia on her perilous course,” if 
she annex Tuscany at the will of Tuscany. It is 
enough if she will not follow her. Italy only asks 
she will not oppose her. 

At last, then, Italy is on the point of winning her 
redemption. One blot there is—one sad blot, on all 
concerned. Savoy and Nice are to be two French 
departments. It is instructive to read M. Thouvenel’s 
last despatch—"' There is no oceasion for universal 
“ suffrage,” not the least. A simple cession on the 
part of Victor Emmanuel will suffice.” Like Lord 
John Russell, the French Emperor is a lover of 
simplicity. “Only the municipalities need vote,” 
for a municipality can be bribed or seduced 790.000 
people cannot. Shame on the Cabinet of France to 
pollute a glorious history with so mean a theft— 
shame on the English Ministry who flatter the man 
whose noblest action ends in spoliation of the weak ! 


We publish elsewhere in our columns to-day a 
letter from a respected clergyman of this city, upon 
the subject of Church Education. The great body 
of our clergy are, happily, still firm opponents of the 
National System. They believe that the principles 
of the Church Education Bociety are based upon 
Scriptural grounds, and cannot persuade themselves 
to abandon them for the sake of any expediency, 
however alluring. It almost seems that the impres- 
sion is strong in the minds of many that because 
our Primate hasin some few cases recommended 
submission to the National Board, the principles for 
which we have so long congended are altered. These 
people seem to imagine that the question has now 
assumed anew phase, and is not to be discussed on 
the same grounds as it was 20 years ago. Let us 
assure them, however, that this is by no means the 
case ; that the Board puts forward the same claims 
now that it did then; and that the arguments 
then used for Church Education tell with identically 
the same force now. In consequence of their noble 
protest, our clergy are often assailed by the cry that 
they are the opponents of a National Education. 
This accusation is totally unfounded. They ob- 
ject not to a National System, but to the one now in 
force. And their rejection of this educational instru- 
ment is no more a sign of their disinclination to the 
spread of knowledge, than it would be a proof of 
inhumanity in a body of physicians, when they hear 
of a free offer of food to a nation, to withhold their 
approval of that offer until they have examined 
that food and pronounced it fit for use. Our clergy 
conceive that the education offered by the Board is 
based upon a wrong foundation, and, therefore, op- 
pose it to the utmost of their power. No probabi- 
lity exists of any alteration being made by Govern- 
ment in the National System. What we must do is 
not to abandon those principles which we have for 
30 years advocated, but to strive more earnestly for 
them. It has been said that funds will fail the 
Church Education Society: This we do not fear. 
If that body shows that it is still, what it ever was 
before, the unflinching supporter of Scriptural in- 
struction, it will prosper ; but if it exhibits any signs 
of division in its councils or disagreements among 
its heads, it will surely fall. Men will not give their 
money to support a society which does not seem 
certain of the validity of its guiding principle. If 
it boldly proclaims its sentiments to be such as they 
were before, funds will undoubtedly flow in more 
abundantly than ever. Many of the most flourish 
ing of ite schools are situated in parts of Ireland 
where little or no local aid is given to them. How, 
then, are they supported ? The energy ofthe patrons 
neutralise the obstacles, and makes the schools effec- 
tive.

If negociators 
had the means of perfect knowledge and the power of 
dictating their own terms, and if the critics of their 
diplomacy were infallible, we fear it must be admitted 
that Mr. Cobden ought to be hanged with the Birming- 
ham address suspended round his neck.

thesis, also, it is quite evident that, instead of em- 
ploying Mr. Cobden to effect the first breach in the

Vane Tempest would, as he eo happily told the 
House of Commons, have led us exactly to visiting 
terms with our Imperial neighbour, and would doubt- 
leas have brought about in his own good time one of 
those visits which our Volunteers have been mustered 
to expect. But, if Lord Vane Tempest or Mr. Horsman 
ought to have gone to Paris to make the balance of 
Europe secure, Sir H. Cairns should have been his 
coadjutor to take care that the commercial knowledge 
of the Emperor of the French was not allowed too 
much influence over the commercial ignorance of 
Mr. Cobden. Sir H. Cairns would have gone into 
the matter with the same acuteness with which he 
weuld go into the compromise of a Chancery suit. 
Ile would have reminded the French, as he would 
remind an antagenist in Lincoln’s-inn, that both 
sides are ruining themselves by an expensive contest, 
by which only third parties are benefited, and he wonld 
have given nothing for nothing. He would have insisted 
that the Emperor of the French should give up that bad 
French practice of e ing differential duties, by which 
they are now sup to obtain a monopely of the 
cotton freights from America.

As 
the scheme has developed itself in weekly phases, each 
more distinct and more s than its predecessor, 
it has been shown with what stupendous duplicity it 
was contrived, and (for the time) how thoroughly it has 
answered. Englishmen may be excused for not calcu- 
lating upon one fact—the existence of two men at the 
Tuileries, whose interests and pursuits are opposed to 
the interests of England. e are habitually, or 
ought to be, prepared for the machinations of the 
French Emperor, bat a combination of Napoleon and 
Mr. Cobden has, tor the moment, proved too much 
for us. The negociations which have led to the 
present complications were apparently commenced in 
the spirit of true amateurship, and were pretaced by a 
few bashful and simpering inquiries from Mr. Cobden 
as to the intentions of his Imperial suitor. It is now 
known that Louis Napoleon promised marriage, and the 
easy scruples of Mr. Cobden gave way ina manner that 
has effectually placed out of court any immediate ap- 
plication for damages. The next step in the affair is the 
most su ing of all. It has surprised no one that the 
French Emperor should do what he has done, and that 
in his own way too; nor is there anything in Mr. Cob- 
den’s proceedings that is the least incompatible with 
his known habit of mind. One may bea little asto- 
nished at the coincidence which threw two 
such congenial souls together ; but fortune having 
been so far favourable, the result followed as a matter 
of course. The wonder of the whole arrangement is 
the acquiescence of the Government in such an irre- 
gular and questionable method of conducting the busi- 
ness of the country. The whole shows that the sagacity 
of Louis Napoleon has been superior to every ge 
that he had to contend with from the moment he shoo 
hands with Mr. Cobden, and commenced business, to 
the financial statement of Mr. Gladstone. Up to this 
time he has won every trick, and so accurate has been 
the calculation that the cards obviously have fallen just 
as they were intended todo. When England unwit- 
tingly finds that by a single act she has pleased Louis 
Napoleon, Mr. Cobden, and Mr. Bright, it is not difficult 
to ascertain the humour with which she is likely to 
tolerate the discovery. 

The Government will very likely say, in answer to 
the charge, that they have done an unpatriotic and 
shabby thing, that the success with which they have 
carried their measure in the face of an active and irri- 
tated opposition is sufficient justification of it. They 
may, perhaps, go so far as actually to believe this as- 
sertion. But no such justification will be admitted by 
the country, and the Ministry will flod that the real 
anxiety and suspense caused by their having to handle 
this Treaty has only been faintly foreshadowed in the 
Parliamentary fight that has just terminated. It does 
not follow that because the House of Commons accepted 
an important measure, nt with delicate and unin- 
telligible complications, that they therefore liked it, 
or that they will not take an opportunity of resenting 
an embarrassment that was wantonly created by the 
Ministerial importunities. The peculiar circumstances 
under which the Treaty was offered prevented the 
measure iteelf from being the first consideration, 
for it became necessary to reflect upon the conse- 
quences that would tollow from its rejection. The 
consciousness of being actually n though 
apparently timorous and conciliating, may have 
induced the representatives of the English people to 
acquiesce in an enactment whose provisions are certainly 
not eternal, and are in some nieasure unintelligible. 
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The Times on the General Apathy on the Sub- 
ject of Reform :--- 


We certainly have no wish, were it even in our 
power, to get up any factitious excitement with re- 
gard tothe coming Reform Bill. The public generally 
take a pretty accurate measure of these things, and our 
function lies rather in discussing those things in which 
they do take an interest than those things in which they 
do not. We have frequently called attention to the 
apathy and distaste with which the whole subject of 
Retorm is viewed. In a few days the House of Commons 
will be called upon to assent to or dissent from a measure 
which ape to be the complement of what through 
the vista of thirty years we now perceive to have been 
a great political revolution—a measure involving great 
interests and very large political changes ; yet 
while an accident on the Serpentine, the arrival of 
a wounded soldier from India, a remarkable trial 
or a fatal shipwreck, overwhelm us with a mass of cor- 
respondence, testifying the keen and watchful interest 
of the public, on this great subject of Reform we are 
almost entirely without letters. Nobody has anything 
to suggest, nobody has anything to blame, nobody has 
anything to praise. Either the measure of Lord John 
Russell has exactly suited everybody's taste, or else 
nobody has read it, or else nobody cares about it. We 
do not pretend to decide between these conjectures ; 
indeed, we have not the means of doing so. All the 
information we have is purely negative. All we know 
is that people say nothing. Scarcely a meeting is held, 
— deputation is sent, and, while the Budget, 
the ir of a single department of Government, 
excites the most thrilling interest from one 
end of the country to the other, and the names 
of Savoy and Nice cannot be mentioned without an ex- 
plosion of the bitterest feeling, nobody has a word to 
say abouta neasure which is not confined to one de- 
móin of the Government, but will exercise the most 

asting influence for good or for evil over them all. 
We do not seek to account for this singular apathy. 
We only take note of its existence, and venture to ex- 
press an opinion that it is time a matter se pressing and 
so momentous attracted to itself some small portion of 
the national attention. People are weary of the sub- 
ject ; they believe the measure to be brought forward, 
not to satisfy any real want, but to meet the factitious 
exigencies created by the selfish competition of public 
men; but the subject is not necessarily unimportant 
because it is tiresome, nor ought the faults of our poll- 
tical leaders to disgust us with the duty of looking atter 
our own dearest interests.

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THE EDUCATION QUESTION. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Will you kindly allow, through the medium of your 
paper, circulation to the follewing thoughts, rather extended, 
on the vexed question of National Education, which disturbs 
the minds of many at the present moment? 

It is a time to review our principles, to reassure ourselves 
of the righteousness of the cause we have espoused, and to 
be established anew on the foundation of truth. W hat, then, 
ia that which, for nine-and-twenty years, has held as back 
who have refused adhesion to the Na. iona! System ? Was it 
principle? or something else which might have been con- 
ceded without a compromice of principle? If the latter, we 
have incurred a grave responsibility, and cannot be justified, 
even at the bar of our own conscience. But, if — was 
involved, and if we felt that we could not “Arú mae con- 
ditions proposed without the compromise of this, then were 
we left no option in the matter; we were excluded by our 
conscience, and felt ourselves forbidden by its author to ac- 
* the conditions. 

jut we are expected to show wherein principle was im- 
rilled. or conscience offended, by the requirements of the 
National System; and we do so by reverting to the origin 
of the system. 
It will be seen, on turning to the letter whieh contained 
its original outlines, and the elements essential to its very 
existence, that the system was framed avowedly as a con- 
cession to the Roman Catholic clergy, and with the view of 
scouring their consent and cooperation in United Educatien. 
For the attainment of this the compromise proposed was, 
the exclusion of religi altogether from the schools under 
the control of the board, during the hours of combined 


education. 
This was startling enough to a minister of the Gospel’ 
t 


whose calling it is to see that his children be religiously 
brought up. For. observe, it was fot that religion chend 
be kept in abeyance, but by thús rule it could not be intro- 
duced; it was po itively excluded from the school for so 
many days, ot for so mahy hours each day, in the week. 

Yet thus was not all. [here was something even more 
startling and offensive than this in the language of the con- 
ditions. The Bible was expressly prohibited—it was a book 
expressly proscribed during these days or hours of joint 
education, and could not be admitted. This direct insult, 
as it was felt to be, against the Author of that Word gave 
t offence to the conscience of all, whe bowed to its 
authority as to the Voice of the Most High, 

Here was the concession made to conciliate the approval 
and co-operation of the Roman Catholic clergy. ut the 
framer of the National System seemed to overlook that, by 
this concession, he surrendered the fundamental principle of 
the l’rotestant faith, and offered grievous “ee to ail who 
regarded an ible, and free access tu its pages at all 
— as 2 bulwark and safeguard of their faith. (en 
sent to this rule was considered as consent to the abandon- 
ment of privciple—that very principle for which the Fathers 
of the Reformation earnestly contended, and suffered, and 
died.

DARING BURGLARY AND ROBBERY IN

The pre- 
mises entered were (lidse known as The Fair-street 
General Mart,” belonging to the firm of John Parsons 
and Co. (successors to Messrs Todd, Laing, and Green), 
one of the most extensive drapery establishments in 
Drogheda. From an examination of the site, it appears 
the party or parties who were engaged in the burglary 
came from the direction of St. Peter's parish e I 
yard in West-street, which lies parallel to Fair-street. 
It is surmised they secreted themselves somewhere in | 
connection with that building on Saturday evening, 
and as soon as everything became quiet, went to work. 
The wall of the chapel yard was crossed by the assis- 
tance of a long form taken from the chapel, which was 
tied to the top of the wall. Messrs. Hamilton's gardens 
having then been crossed, they arrived at the lower end of 
Messrs. Parson's premises. A ladder was then procured, 
by which the roof of the warerooms was scaled, whence. 
through a skylight,the shop was entered. Here, it appears, 
the first thing which attracted attention was the safe, 
which is situate in the office; but, as all attempts to 
open it were found unavailing, it was left, the only 
injury effected on it being the breaking of the brass 
keeper on the outside of the keyhole. Having failed in 
this attempt they went through tive shop, selecting a 
quantity of the finest quality goods, comprising Pais- 
ley shawls, ladies’ boots, shoes, stays, &c. ; ready-made 


coats, vests, and trousers; blankets, packing-sheets, 


aid other articles. Having packed them up in an 
apartment off the shop, by the light of a candle which 
they carried with them, they opened the front door, 
which is a continuation of the window shutters, all of 
which are fastened by the middle one on the inside, and 
deco mped, leaving it in that state. 

All the circumstances connected with this case dis- 
play a coolness and precision which fasten the guilt 
upon some party who knew the premises well, and 
matters have since turned up which strengthened the 
suspicions entertained against a person employed a 
couple of years since as porter in the establishment. 
On inquiry it is found he had left home on Saturday 
evening, and has not since returned. A quantity of 
tow, corresponding with that of which the rope was 
made which tied the ladder in the chapel yard, was 
found in his house by the police, who have been put in 
possession of all the circumstances connected with the 
case, and, it is hoped, will shortly be able to bring the 
offender to justice.

AUSTRIA. 
(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE TIMES.) 

Vrewwa, Marcu 7.—The Imperial patent respecting 
the constitution of the Council of the Empire has pro- 
duced but little impression on the Vienna public, it being 
of opinion that it matters not whether the Council of 
the Empire is composed of 12 or of 70 members, if all 
of them ate to be the nominees of the Crown. The 
principal objections made to the patent are—1. It is 
hot specified how many Archdukes, ecclesiastical digni- 
taries, and notables are to be appointed for life. 2. 
It is not said whether all the ecclesiastical digni- 
taries are to be Roman Catholics. 3. The terna system 
is in disfavour with the people, as they are aware 
that the Government can, under ordinary circun® 
stances, always get one of its proteges into the terna, 
and that, as a matter of course, the Sovereign will 
select from the three persons elected the man who is 
least likely to offer opposition to his Ministers. 4. 
The reinforced Reichsrath has not the right of initia- 
tive in legislative matters. 5. It is stated that a spe- 
cial ordinance in to the provincial representa- 
tions will be issued, but it is not said when that step, 
which is one of very high importance, will be taken. 
Men in office complain of the insatiableness and impa- 
tience of the people, but there is not on the face ot the 
earth a more easily satisfied and patient race than the 
Austro-Germans. 

By the subjoined summary of a semi-official article 
which has appeared in the Wiener Zeitung it will be seen 
that Government takes great credit to itself for the 
liberality it has displayed :— 

“The formation of a reinforced Reichsrath must be 
considered one of the most important measures towards 
the internal ae of Austria. The enlarged 
council, which will a central organ for the highest 
interests of the empire, will be partly composed of I 
sons ‘elected by the representatives of the people.’ e 
Imperial patent alludes to the keystone (provincial 
representation) of the organisation, which began 
with consultations respecting the municipal laws. 
Everywhere the —— will take a share in 
the regulation of t matters in which their pri- 
vate interests are more directly concerned. By the 
patent of the 15th of March, 1851, it is to be seen 
that the idea of an enlarged Reichsrath had presented 
itself to the mind of the Legislature, but certainly not 
on such a large scale. By the addition of elected and 
independent elements the Reichsrath becomes a guaran- 
tee, both to the Government and to the people, that 
strict justice will be done to all. The fact that the 
reinforced Reichsrath will have to determine the amount 
of the budget, and to audit the State balance-sheets, 
proves that it will have very great influence in all 
matters of finance.” 

The draught of the constitution of the Protestant 
Church in the German and Slavonic provinces of the 
Austrian empire is completed, and an Im patent 
on the subject is likely soon to appear. The principle 
established is, that the Protestant Church in Austria 
shall have a Presbyterian form of government. There 
will, however, be a so-called “ Supreme Ecclesiastical 
Court ” (Consistory), to which the Protestants will be 
responsible for their doings.

that the real motive of the Spanish aggression is lust of 
territorial dominion, which has been disclosed by the late 
conditions of peace offered by Spain—have all combined 
to re-kindlea fierce spirit of resistance in the population 
of Morocco. '

at Ain Jedida. If O'Donnell carrys that pass with the 


aame ease that he forced the defile of Cape Negro, Tan- 
ters will hardly resist successfully a combined land 
and sea attack. 

The French steamer Helvite, on the Spanish transport 
service, arrived at Malaga on the 25th ult. from Mo- 
billa, with 350 troops, 58 of which were sick and 
wounded. 

General Yauch, who had gone to Melilla by order of 
Government to place General Bucetta, the late Governor 
of that fortress, under arrest, returned to Malaga with 
M. Moliona, Judge Advocate, General Bucetta, and 
other officers. On landing General Bucetta was con- 
veyed in a carriage and escorted by cavalry to the 
Castle of Gibraltar. 

After the conference between the Duke of Tetuan 
and Muley Abbas, the Moorish Prime Minister had a 
long conversation with the English Charge d’Affaires, 
who was con fined to his bed by illness. 

The Madrid journal, Epoca, urges Spain on its mis- 
sion of absorption in Africa, and to conquer beyond the 
Straits, the sphere of its national development. 

The Reine asks why, when the wishes of Spain have 
been so moderate, and the situation of the Moors so 
pitiable, peace has not been made, and then answers its 
own question by attributing the failure to the English 
Charge d’Affaires at Tangiers. The seizure of the No- 
vedadio on the 25th is confirmed. 


AUSTRIA, 
The project for inlaying the council of the Austrian 


Empire has been most unfavourably received in Hun- 
gary. The independent journals of Vienna have main- 
tained a significant’ silence on the measure. Great 
depression exists among all classes at Vienna, as it is 
considered morally certain that Austria will be forced 
into a war. 

Frorence, Sunpay Niaut.—The number of people 
assembled to vote has been very great, and perfect order 
has prevailed. Out of 32,000 persons inscribedon the 
list in Florence about 15,000 voted to-day. The streets 
are decorated with French and Italian fllags. 

An address to the King has been signed by the 
clergy. The pessants, headed by their curates, are on 
their way to the voting places, and maintain admirable 
order. The people are everywhere enthosiastic and full 
of confidence, and their attitude is excellent.
